Schley is soon expected to take the 
witness stand In the court of Inquiry 
whirl! Is investigating his conduct in 
the Spanish war. This announcement 
Is justified by the progress made in 
the examination of witnesses called 
to testify In the admiral’s behalf. 
Eight witnesses were heard during 
the day and there are only three more 
names on the list preceding the name 
of the admiral himself. Of these three 
only Captain Clark of the Oregon Is 
expected to testify at any length. It 
Is not probable that the admiral will 
tie called before the afternoon ses­ 
sion. He will be the last of the wit­ 
nesses to be heard in support of his 
tide of the controversy. It Is now con 
•tdered probable that he will be on the 
stand for two or three days. 
The first of the day's new witnesses 
Was Mr. James liare, photographer on 
the press boat Bonier» M. Smith. He 
stated that Captain Sigsbee of the St. 
Paul had told the correspondent* on 
board the Smith on May 26 or 27 that 
Cervera*» fleet was not Inside the har­ 
bor at Santiago. Other witnesses 
were Chief Boatswain 
William L, 
Hill. Gunner F. T. Applegate and Ma­ 
jor Paul St. C, Murphy of the ma­ 
ntles, all of whom were aboard the 
Brooklyn during the Cuban campaign;

EXPLAINS COMPANY’S POSITION 


If Conncil Would Extend Fran* 


chise, Company Would Make 
Improvements. 
The following letter has beeD writ­ 
ten by President Arobroee Tiff he. of 
the Minnesota Water Works Co., to 
a consumer in this city in answer to 
a complaint made by the consumer, 
which may be of interest to taxpay­ 
ers of the city: 
“As I understood your recent let­ 
ter, the receipt of- which I hare al­ 
ready ack now led ffed. tou occupy a six- 
room bouse, have a home and a cow, 
and sprinkle during the summer a 
fifty-foot lawn. You have heretofore 
paid 12 a quarter for the house, and 
nothing for the horse, cow or sprink- 


p< ©pie generally turn on their host* 
and let them go. Some even do not 
bother to turn them off, when they 
are through, but throw them on the 
ground running at full split. It 
cost# $14 in fuel alone for every mil­ 
lion gallons of water pumped at 
Brainerd. Thus you can see what a 
loss free sprinkling involves to the 
company . But even were it paid for 
it would be a bad thing. No water 
system in the world can stand such 
a strain as is put on this one. In 
the summer of 1900, the filters broke 
down under it, and were out of ser­ 
vice for three weeks, when the river 
was at its worst. In the summer of 
1901. after spending over $509 to re­ 
pair them, the company was con­ 
fronted again with the same situa­ 
tion, and to save itself, they were 
cut off aod the water was pumped 
direct. The water was muddy and 
people complained, and such of them 
as were not responsible for the situa­ 
tion, complained justly too. But 
what can the company do? It can 
do just one thing It can prevent 
reckless sprinkling, by making peo­ 
ple who sprinkle pay for the service. 
If they have to ¡jay for the water 
they use in this way, they will stop 
using it. That is what the company 
wants. If it can check waste in this 
ling. Under the new schedule you 
are chargml I2.25e»ery three month, j dim-tioo, there m aorae hope fonts 
for the house, fifty cents every three 
months for the horse, the same 
amount for the cow, and $5 for the 
season's sprinkling. You do 
question the justice of any of the 
charges except that for sprinkling. 
This last you regard as unfair. 
“My knowledge of the situation 
compels me to disagree with you. 
Five dollars per season for sprinkling 
is a very moderate charge, and one 
which everyone should pay, if be 
uses water for this purpose. In 
a few days, a consumer will pour 
more water on his lawn, especially in 
a sandy place like Brainerd, than he 
would need for his house1 in three 
months. Besides this, no one has to 
sprinkle his lawn, while every one 
has to use water for his hou.se from 
some source or other. I f, as you say, 
you cannot afford to ¡jay $5 a season, 
you have it in your power to avoid 
the charge by not sprinkling. But, 
if the charge for your house is too 
high, you nevertheless have to pay, 
because you need to have water 
there. 
“The Water Works company would 
much prefer that no one should use 
water for this purpose, even at the 
rate of $5 per fifty-foot lot. This 
service is the cause of endless annoy­ 
ance, expense and dispute. Some 
very good ¡icople, who would not be 
guilty of anything dishonest if they 
realiml it was dishonest. will take 
water for this purpose, if they think 
they are not being seen, and will 
deny that they have used it if asked. 
When this happens, a water company 
has the unpleasant choice of quarrel­ 
ing, with a consumer over his truth­ 
fulness or of losing its money. So 
general is this trouble that in some 
cities a sprinkling charge is exacfeil 
of every one who has a thread for 
attaching a hose on his premises, 
whether he is known to sprinkle or 
iaot. The ooly w ay he can escape the 
charge, Is by removing the thread 
from his plumbing. 
“Statistics are dull things, but let 
me call your attention to the compar­ 
ative consumption of water during 
three months at Red Wing, Minne­ 
sota, and at Brainerd. These two 
cities were of the same size by the 
last census. 
“Here are th** figures taken for 
Red Wing from the last published 
report, and for Brainerd from the 
water company ’s records: 
Bed Wing 
Brainerd. 
Month. Number of gallons putnpad. 
June.... 12,307,105 
18,368,385 
Ju.lv 
14,648,52b 
19,185,48*» 
August.. 10.511, 673 
20,799,180 
“Thus, in the month of June, Brain­ 
erd consumes a third more water 
than Red Wing, a city of tbe *ame 
sise; in July, a third more and in 
August, nearly twice as much. 
Again, statistics compiled from a 
good many American aod European 
a ties show that in a plane the sise of | 
Brainerd, an average daily con sump 
lion of forty gallons of water for 
web man, woman and child is as much 
astsneeded under any circumstances. 
But according to the figures, given 
above, if Brainerd has 8.000 people, 
its average daily consumption of 
water in August was over eighty gal­ 
lóos for every man. woman and 
child: or more than twice the amount 
experience elsewhere has proved to 
be necessary. 
“There are s number of reasons 
for all this but the principal one. as 
far as ooosamption is aoaormed, is 
this: at Bid Wing, tbe use of water 
foe sprinkling is rigidly regulated* 
At Brainerd. when 


giving better water for domestic 
consumption. 1 think you should 
pay the 45. Next summer you prob- 
n0l j ably wont have to jiay it, because 
rather than pay, you probably 
wont sprinkle. 
“As to the rest of the charge made 
against you, my opinion is this: 1 
think $2 per annum for a horse ami 
for a cow is a moderate charge. This 
is the rate charged in St. Paul where 
the number of consumer* is twenty 
times as large as it is at Brainerd, 
and where there is a general tax of 
ten wnts a front foot, on all the prop 
erty on a street, whether improved 
or unimproved, for the support of the 
water department. You have not 
f oretofore paid anything for your 
horse or cow, and to that extent you 
are much ahead. But people who do 
keep horses are presumptively better 
able to pay than people who do not 
keep the mi, and it surely would not 
be fair to make the rate the same for 
them as for those who water horses 
and those who do not. But as far 
as your bouse rate is concerned, al­ 
though you do not say so, 1 think $1» 
a year for a six room house is too 
much and that it should be reducqd 
I do not say this because this rate is 
higher than that charged elsewhere 
In point of fact it is much lower than 
that charged in most places the size 
of Brainerd. But a six room house 
is probably a very modest one, and 
living in it, you probably have a very 
modest income. You ought to have 
ail the water you need for domestic 
consumption and at a price which 
will not be burdensome for you to 
I>ay. I f you earn * ui 1 y tifly dol 1 ars a 
month your aggregate rate seems to 
me too high. 
“ If this is true, it naturally sug 
gtests the question, why was the 
scedule put in force by which your 
rate was raised a dollar a year? 
Houses at Brainerd had’ not been 
rated for the water company 's pur­ 
poses since 1893. When street num­ 
bers were introduced in the city, it 
seemed a good time to do that again, 
and 1 had careful men make u house 
to house' 'Canvass. 
“The general result was astonish 
ing. A good many consumers were 
not on the book* at all. A good 
many were mark**l as shut off, but 
investigation showed they were get­ 
ting water just the same, ami not 
paying for it Some omissions and 
errors of this sort a**rc, <»f course, 
inevitable. But the most surprising 
thing to me was the inequalities di» 
clcsed 
One hotel was rated at 17 a 
year. Another hotel of tbe same 
number of rooms mm paying $109. 
On tbe same street, one man was 
paying $24 a year, and another mao. 
who had the same bouse service and 
kept a team of horses besides, was 
¡laving $9. One man keeping nine 
or ten teams was charged nothing 
for them, and another man was pay­ 
ing full rato*. No one wa* charged 
more than the franchise rate But a 
good many were charged lews and 
not always the same amount less. 
There was no end to these incon 
g rut ties. There seemed to be no 
system or reason in tbe situation, an 
far aa 1 could make out. ft was all 
haphazard and without explanation, 
“Ob tbs basii of the information 
thus secured, the company re rated 
at ouee every house. It did not take 
tbe franchise rates for tbe purpose, 
but lower figures. The franchise 
rales, tor example are $7 a year for 
a four-room house and ti per year 
additional lor each additional room. 
In the new rating, if this method of 


rating would make the annual rate 
for a house more than #19, the ad­ 
ditional amount was thrown off. Tbe 
franchise rate for a bath Is $7 per 
annum. 
“Tbe figure adopted was $5 The 
franchise rate for a horse Is $3. The 
figure adopted was $3. It was not 
the intention to increase anybody 's 
rate where he was already paying as 
much as other people getting similar 
service. But the intention was to 
make every one pay tbe same charge 
for the same service. I expected 
people who have been getting water 
for nothing, or who have been get­ 
ting it for less than their neighbors, 
to object. But I did not expect to 
increase the charges of people who 
were already paying all that they 
ought and could afford to, and espe­ 
cially people like yourself, who have 
but limited means, It i* not pos­ 
sible as yet to tell what the effect of 
the new schedule is to be on the 
company's income. The rates of a 
number of people are higher than 
they were before. Some of them 
will cease taking water on that ac­ 
count there will In* a falling off 
in revenue in con*eqiience. The 
rates of a great many also havelieen 
reduced. When the total increases 
and the total losses have been set off 
against each other, the net result will 
be dinclosed. This q uarter * col Iec- 
tioos will tell the story. If it ap­ 
pears that tbe new schedule has 
naturally increased the company's 
income, a reduction will be made, tie- 
ginning with the January. 1992 quar­ 
ter, especially of the rates charged 
for small house* like yours. But 
such reduction, 5f made, will Is* a j 
horizontal one. That is, every one ; 
will share in it alike, and we shall j 
not return to the system, where one ¡ 
man is charged one price and another 
another for the same service. 
“ If the council would extend the 
company's franchise, it could and 
would make a 'material and ¡teemi­ 
nent reduction in rates. The com­ 
pany needs money for two purpaes: 
1st, to pay the operating expenses; 
and, 2nd. to make extensions and 
permanent improvements. 
Ordi­ 
narily such com ¡Janies meet the 
secon < 1 e I ass of e x pent litu re* by se 11 - 
ing bonds, secured by mortgage on 
the plant. All that the company * 
income has to provide for this, is the 
interest on the bond*. But the fran­ 
chise of the Minnesota Water Works 
Company will expire in six years, 
and it is imptmsibie for it, for this 
reason, to sell any Ismds in the 
genera! market. Jt, therefore, has 
to ¡iay for both it a operating charges 
and its improvements out of its cur­ 
rent income. For the first, its cur­ 
rent income would be sufficient, now 
that the city lias begun to grow, 
even were its rate* considerably 
lower than they are at present. But 
for the two purposes, its income is 
entirely inadequate, even at t he rat*-* 
it is now charging. Flu ring the past 
two years, in order to meet the de­ 
mands for extensions, I myself per­ 
sonally have advanced over $2.590, 
taking the company's bonds in ¡siy- 
ment, because no one else would.

due him on this count of $290. 
It seems that the plaintiff in this 
action rented the building which he 
occupies a* a confectionery store on 
the north, side' front defendant.

Result of the Official Inquiry Into the 
W re c k of the Islander. 
V ivaria, B. C., Oct. 24.—The result 
of the official inquiry Into the loss of 
the steam er Islander with 
40 lives 
near Douglas island on Aug. 15 was 
made public during the day. 
The re­ 
port says t$e vessel was seaworthy 
und 
was 
properly 
equipped 
and 
manned. 
She was wrecked by con­ 
tact with some unknown substance 
(presumably an ice drift very much 
•ubm erged) sinking in 20 minutes. 
Continuing, the report says the evi­ 
dence clearly showed that the capa 
city of the ship’s boats was sufficient 
but owing to the want of proper man­ 
agem ent and disciipline there was a 
rush at the last moment which pre­ 
vented the rescue of several llvee, 
and there was an unpardonable lack 
of appreciation of the existing dan 
ger to their fellow passengers shown 
by those In the boats. 
The report 
concludes; 
"W hilst admitting that the vessel 
was generally navigated in a careful 
manner, we find that no special in­ 
structions had been issued 
by the 
master to the pilot or person In charge 
of the deck when he left the bridge 
relating to the navigation or speed of 
the vessel in the event of falling in 
with floating ice, which was not unex­ 
pected in the locality through which 
the ship was passing. 
We think that 
Pilot Leblanc is open to censure for 
his action in keeping the ship at full 
speed—at the rate of nearly 14 knots 
nn hour—after having seen floating 
ice some IO minutes before the acci­ 
dent, 
We would also condemn the 
custom apparently in vogue in coast 
waters of leaving the bridge of any 
steam er at night, and more especially 
a passenger steamer, in charge of only 
one officer. 
We find that there is no 
proof in the evidence before us that 
the loss of the Islander was due to 
the intemperance of the master or 
others.”

CENSURES THE OFFICERS. 


Roeuit of the Official Inquiry Into tho 
Wrack of tho lalandor. 
Victoria, B. C.. Oct. 24 —The result 
of the official Inquiry lato the losa of 
the steamer Islander with 
441 Uvea 
arar Douglas tolaad on Aug. IS was 
made public during the day. The re­ 
port says tffe vessel was seaworthy 
aad 
waa 
properly 
equipped 
aad 
maaaed. 
She waa wrecked by con­ 
tact with some unknown substance 
(presumably an ice drift very much 
submerged) slaking la 20 mtautee. 
Continuing, the report says the evi­ 
dence clearly showed that the capa­ 
city of the ship's boats was saMetent 
but owing to the want of proper man­ 
agement and dlscUpline there waa a 
rush at the last moment which pre­ 
vented the renew# of several lives, 
and there was aa unpardonable lack 
of appreciation of the evicting dan­ 
ger to their fellow passengers shown 
by those in the boats. 
The report 
concludes: 
“Whilst admitting that the vessel 
waa generally navigated in a careful 
manner, we find that no special la,- 
st ruct Iona had been imued 
by the 
master to the pilot or person in charge 
of the deck when be left the bridge 
relating to the navigation or speed of 
the vessel In the event of falling in 
with floating fee, which was not unex­ 
pected In the locality through which 
the ship was pasting. We think that 
Pilot !>>blanc Is open to censure for 
hi* srtlcn in keeping the ship at full 
•peed—at the rate of nearly 14 knots 
*n hour—after having seen floating 
ice some 10 minutes before the acci­ 
dent. 
We would also condemn the 
custom apparently In vogue in coast 
waters of leaving the bridge of any 
steamer at night, and more especially 
a passenger steamer. In charge of only 
on» officer. We find that ttiere la no 
proof In the evidence before ua that 
the loas of the Islander was due to 
the Intemperance of the master or 
others”
